Whether or not it is the promise 
held out to us in the rainbow that the 
earth will not again be destroyed by 
water but by fire, the interest in fire 
works is as old as history, or at least 
runs back to the period when they 
were first introduced hundreds of years 
ago in China.

the "Carnival of Naples” and the eruI^ 
tion of Vesuvius as they occurred on 
the night of April 3 aud 4, 1006. 

The subject lends itself to the most 
gorgeous of scenic environment, and 
the most wondei-ful electric and pyro- 
technic effects. Two immense acts are 
devoted to the production, 'i'he "Car- 
nival of Naples” is attended by the 
King and Queen of Italy, and other 
crowned heads. The streets of Naples 
are shown on a fete day; the populace 
and visitors are in gala attire; there 
is a feast of lanterns aud ballet chor- 
us, concluding with the introduction of 
some wonderful European specialties.

KEN lYCKY STATE FAIR AT 
CHURCHILL DOWNS. 



Historic racecourses at Louisville 
will be location of 1907 exhibition. 



After three weeks of negotia- 
tions with the owners of Douglas 
park at Louisville, resulting in a 
failure to induce them to lease the 
grounds for the i9j 7 Kentucky 
State Fair, pending the clearing of 
the title to the property, and ad-

Winn, representing the 
Churchill Downs interest have 
agreed to the use of these grounds 
and a committee representing the 
State Board has extended to them 
a vote of cordial thanks for their 
liberality in the matter, inasmuch 
as the grounds are tendered to the 
State Fair upon terms agreeable to 
the Sta'e Fair management. 

Chur hill Downs, while a typi- 
cal race course, is considered to be 
the best equipped State Fair 
grounds -in tbe south, with the 
possible exception of the Texas 
Fair grounds. There will be an 
abundance of stall room for all 
kinds of live stock, there is a big 
grand stand and there are buildings 
suitable for tbe departments which 
must be shown indoois.
